The Miners at Brazil Walk Out Against 
Unjust Weights. 


BBAZUI, Ind., Deo. 2.—The miners 
employed in the Campbell and Bartlett 
mines, 250 in number, threw down their 
picks at noon yesterday and came out of 
the mines, at the order of the committee 
appointed by the federation on diflfer- 
ences between the miners and operators. 
The mines are operated by the Brazil 
block coal company. The trouble arises 
out of weights. 
The miners einploy a 
check-weighman and the operators a 
weighman. 
The former looks after the 
interests of the miners, and the latter of 
the operators in weighing all coal mined 
and in giving proper credits. 
The 
check-weighman reports that 
for a 
month past all odd pounds on each mine 
car have been credited to the operators, 
by which the miners have lost from 
sixty to eighty tons. 
For this be was 
forbidden by the operators to check up 
wages, which 
meant his discharge. 
Hence the miners quit work. 
A mass 
meeting was held at the court house last 
night, in which tho action of the com- 
mittee was ratified by the miners.

WORK FO^ONGRESS 


Some of the Bills That Will Engage the 
Attention and Time of the 
Two Houses. 


WASHXHGTOM, Dec. 2.—More 
than 
18,000 bills and joint resolutions were in- 
troduced into the two houses during the 
firat session of congress. Of these, few- 
er than a thousand became laws. 
It is 
true that a good many of the bills still 
on the calendars are duplicates in the 
two houses, and that a good many of the 
measures introduced have been already 
finally disposed of by vetoes or by ad- 
verse action, either in' the committees 
or the main bodies. 
There is also no 
time to be expended in organizing the 
house aa during a first session. 
Still 
the calendars are overloaded with meas- 
ures in all stages of advancement and 
more than sufficient to take up the time 
of several sessions. 
Various penaion 
vetoes will confront congress to begin 
with. There is the question of the fish- 
eries, which has been under considera- 
tion by a senate committee during the 
recess. 


Our Mexican diplomacy, as illustrated 
by the Cutting case, will doubtless call 
for review. The Pan-electric investiga- 
tion and the Garland buainess will qnite 
surelf 
occupy some 
attention. 
Mr. 
Blair's enormous pension bill and equal- 
ly enormous educational projects ought 
to be suffered to rest in peace, as they 
have had more than their share of dis- 
cussion. There are various bills to allot 
land in severality to Indians, and to pro- 
vide for throwing open a part of the In- 
dian territory to white settlement. 
Sev- 
eral important land grant forfeiture bills 
await consideration, ss does also the bill 
prohibiting congressmen from acting aa 
attorneys to land grant railways. 


There ia a Mexican pension bill now 
suspended between the senate and house, 
while several costly bills for pensions 
and equalizing bounties will probably 
try to get a hearing. There are resolu- 
tions for investigating strikes and the 
labor problem, which may take up time, 
even if they lead to nothing. 
The tariff 
projects and financial measures are le- 
gion, and doubtless more of them will 
be introduced. 


The president told ex-Senator Mc- 
Donald and Senator Yoorhees the other 
day, in speaking of the civil-service law, 
that he did not intend to change his po- 
sition, and that he had made pledges to I 
the people which he proposed to carry 
out

Mayor Muhler leaves for Wa^ington, 
D. C., Saturday, to attend a meeting of 
the Board of Promotion in the interest 
of the forthcoming celebration of the 
great anniversaries of America at the 
national capitaL 


"And what is the board of promo- 
tion?" queried THE 
S E K T I N E L repi»ter, 
as he scanned the police court teooid in 
search of sinners. 


"It is made up of a committee of citi- 
zerns of Washington and Baltimore (who 
started the proposed celebration), the 
governors of forty-six states and terri- 
tories, mayor« of cities containing over 
25,000 people, the president and secre- 
taries of boards of trade,, presidents and 
secretaries of state and territorial agri 
cultural Bocieties, masters and secretaries 
of state and territorial granges, and the 
regent and vice regents of the Mount 
Vernon Ladies' 
association 
of 
the 
Union." 


"And the aims of this board and ob- 
ject» of the meeting December 7 ?" 


"They are three-fold. First, a con- 
stitutional centennial celebration on the 
4th of March, 1889, by the sixteen 
American republics in honor of the hun- 
dredth anniversary of the constitution 
of the parent 
republic—the United 
States. Second, a world's exposition 
from the first part of May, 1892, to the 
end of October, in honor of the 400th an- 
niversary of the discovery of America. 
Third, a permanent exposition tinder 
government control of the industries of 
tbe Americas. Of the notices sent out 
to the different members of the board, 
260 have signified their hearty approval 
and co-operation." 


"Has the government taken any ac 
tion in the matter?" 


"At tbe last session of congress. Sena- 
tor Gorman, of Maryland, introduced in 
the senate a resolution providing for 
the consideration of the project, accom- 
panied by an address from the exposi- 
tion board of promotion. 
Among the 
suggestions in this was that on March 
4, 1889, the presidents of the thirteen 
Spanish-American republics be invited to 
visit Washington; further, for 1892, that 
the president of the United Sttites, the 
president of the fifteen American sister 
republics, the emperor of Brazil, the 
governor general of Canada, the king of 
Italy, where Columbus was born, and 
the queen of Spain, from where he 
sailed, should unite in unveiling a colos- 
sal statue of the discoverer of America, 
to be located in the center of the perma- 
nent exposition grounds at Washing- 
ton. 
Another suggestion is that of the 
new buildings suitable for a permanent 
exhibit of the resources be included arts 
and industries of the state» and territo- 
ries." 


"Have any of the foreign governmentii' 
given the matter any encouragement?" 


"Yes, to a great extent, and the gigan- 
tic affair gives every promise of being 
carrieid out." 


The mayor invited Mr. W. W. Rock- 
hill to accompany him, but the genial 
clerk said he would not go unless the 
three expositions were given under the 
auspices of the Great Northern Indiana 
Pair association.

plished Dnrins the Paris Siege—IiOn|r 
! 
Flights in America—A Pigeon's Speed 
and Endurance. 


It was the Franco-Prussian war of 1870 that 
first brought to universal attention the value 
of carrier or homing pigeons as couriers. 
When Paris was besieged and all intercourae 
with the outer World 
cut off, pigeons were 
•ent out of the city in 
balloons 
when 
tbe 
wind was favorable 
to take them into the 
o u t l y i n g 
friendly 
country. 
Here they 
were 
captured 
and 
brought 
to 
a post 
where they were load- 
ed 
with 
dispatches 
and 
allowed to re- 
turn. 
As there was 
no other way possible 
to have messages de- 
BASKET AND PAN. 
livercd 
into 
Paris, 
the 
pigeon 
service 
was 
brought 
to 
a 
state 
of 
perfection 
within 
a 
month 
that it might 
have taken 
a 
century 
to 
accomplish under other circumstances. Sixty- 
four balloons bearing 363 birds were sent out 
of Paris. 
Fifty-seven of these birds r&- 
tumedto Paris bearing 150,000 official dis- 
patches and over 1,000,000 private messages. 
The reduction of such a great mass of matter 
to packets light enough to be transported by 
pigeons was doné by photography. 
The imr 
portant papers of Europe, for instance, were 
spi-eadout on a wall covering a space ten 
feet square, these were photo^aphed 
to 
occupy space on a delicate collodion fihn the 
size of a postage stamp. 
A dozen of these 
films were inclosed in a quill and attached to 
a feather in tbe tJiil of the bird. 
On reach- 
ing its destination the films were taken from 
the quill, and through the aid of a magic 
lantern their contents were thrown on a large 
screen and hastily copied off and printed in 
the 
Parisian 
newspapers, while 
private 
messages were delivered to the persons to 
whom they were directed.

Thus were the possibilities of the pigeon 
post brought out. 
But the world has been 
slow to adopt this method of transmitting 
messages owing to the perfection of the tele- 
graph and • the invention of the telephone. 
Another serious drawback to tbe use of 
pigeons in some countries is the prevalence of 
fogs, which render it impossible for a bird to 
find its way. 
In America this drawback 
need not be considered, so that there is 
nothing to prevent a rather general adoption 
of homing pigeons wh«n the uses to which 
they may be put become more 
generally 
known. 


Although races of homing pigeons is the 
national sport in Belgium and portions of 
France, numerous public trials in this country 
have demonstrated 
that 
the 
atmosphere 
and climate is particularly well adapted to 
the development of great speed and certainty 
in the flights of these birds. 
The bird "Ar- 
noux»" whose portrait wo give and which can 
be taken as an excellent t}-i)e of a carrier, has 
made some remarkably long flights—one from 
Pensacola, Fla., to Newark, N. J., a distance 
of 1,010 miles, being twenty-six days out. But 
another Newark bird has recently ivturned 
from Montgomery, Ala., a distance of 866 
miles, in four and one-quarter daj^ 
For 
shorter distances birds have returned over 
500 miles in fourteen hours, their speed up to 
about 300 miles, being more than a mile per 
minute. 


A PIGEON LOFT. 
To establish a homing station old birds 
may be purchased, but they must be kept in 
confinement a long time before they become 
suflaciently "at home" in their new quarters 
to be trusted out. 
But their young can be 
set at liberty as soon as they are ready to 
fly, which is when a month or so old. 
Our 
illustration of a pigeon loft is from a photo- 
graph of one in Philadelphia. 
It is arranged 
so that the act of a bird alighting on the trap 
prior to entering the loft operates an in- 
stantaneous camera which photographs the 
bird and the clock at the same time, thereby 
recording automatically the precise moment 
that a racing bii-d reaches home. 
Another illustration shows a net for catch- 
ing a particular bird 
in a loft and a con- 
venient basket for 
sending them on a 
train to the point of 
liberation. 
On the 
occasion of the late 
international 
yacht 
races birds have been 
u s e d 
to bear dis- 
patches f r o m 
t h e 
yachts to the New York newspaper offices. 
We give an illustration of the method of tying 
up a bird for a reporter's use. This will suggest 
many ways in which a th-d may be utilized 
on special occasions. 
There are many birds 
in use now bearing messages from city oflBces 
to counti-y homes or factories. 
B«cent ex- 
periments prove that a bird may be trained 
to take its food at one station and water a t 
another, and that it will regularly each day 
fly from one to the other, thus establishing a 
reliable letter post 


The keeping and training of carrier pigeons 
is likely destined to become one of the pas- 
times of our people, luid a stimulus in that 
dii^tion will be the mchibition of these birds 
a t the American Institute fair, New York.
